Applicant argues the anticipatory rejection of claims 14-19 under Kamada et al. (US 2001/0007924 A1), specifically arguing Kamada does 
not disclose, teach, or fairly suggest the claimed limitations of independent claim 14, such as the following: a correcting unit that corrects a 
parameter value associated with a measured bioelectrical impedance, using an intracellular/extracellular fluid ratio to correct an 
impedance parameter value, or a computing unit capable of performing the recited functions of the computing unit and the correcting unit. 

Applicant's arguments have been fully considered but are not persuasive, the request for reconsideration does not place the Application in 
condition for allowance, and the Examiner disagrees, maintains the Final rejection of the claims mailed 05/07/2007 as broadly as 
structurally claimed, and notes the following: 

Kamada discloses an arithmetic and control unit (2) operable in combination with arithmetic operations contained with a ROM element (3) 
that receive measured data and are capable of well-known arithmetic operations including measured impedance data with an 
intracellular/extracellular fluid ratio. The claimed limitations are not patentably distinguishable from the applied prior art because there are 
no structural differences. 
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
